One of the saddest alfaies that has oeenrred
T ths elty for w long thine took place yester
day aftertoon 1n the castern unrt of the city
Frank Kingsbury, the tyear-old son of M.

They
became somewhat caroless and attempred to
cross the grock on the los, which was very
thin., It gave wav with thoem and the Kings-
bury nnd Cook povs were both plunged into
the water. Stagoman was a littie behind
thom and as soon as he sow tho predicament
his comrados were in, turned bac

The water was about five feed door at that
point, and as the two bovs sank aud rose
throo times the Hude fellow who stood on the
bank watched them, too frightened o know
just what was happerning or what to do. He
mannged o eall for holp, however, and s
ories attracted the attontion of » man who
was passing. He cune to tho edge of the
bank and looked down Into the water, but
fostend of plunging in wfter the boys ho ran
off down the street ealling tor help, J. M.
Colller at last appeared upon the scens
armed with & grappling hook, nnd at last the
Cook boy was landea upon the bank, Tt was
fully ten minutes alter the aceident occurred
belore ho was rescued, and  1ife was extinet,
Rov. J. (. Lemen, who hupponed to be pass-
ing, pleked up tne little form and earried it
to the home of Claus Thompson, nerosa the
street, wihrile Collwer went back afltér the
other boy, e too was soon found and car-
ried 1o the snme place, where soveral phyasi
Clans wore suremoned in great haste.

For fully two hours the doctors worked
with the little fellows, using all possible
means 1o resuscitute them, rolling and rub-
bing them, and anpiving olectric batteries,
but without avail, It was evident that }hc_\r
bad been under wiuter untit 1ife was extinet,
and at last the ﬁhynlrians abandoned their
efforts, While the attempts al resuscitation
were going on the relatives of the two boys

stood by looking on and thelr griefl was
almost  uncoutralable, Mrs, Kingsbory
staved At home hopiog  against  hope
until  at  last she was informed
that the physicians  could do nothing
more, She then gave way to hor
feelinga, and when ut last the bodv of her

little son was brought to the hiouse her heart-
broken sobs and moans werse terrible to bear.
It was fearcd last nleht that grief would
drive her insane.

Both of the bovs attendea school at the
Pioren street building amd wore unusually
bright, Their families are well known all
over the city and vheir relatives nave o host
of friands who will sympathize with them in
their terrible bereavement, Arrangements
have not yet been completed for the funeral,

It may safely be said tonat Mexico
will pot inerease the concession made to the
United States, The geveral public feeling 1s
opposed to specinl ecommercial treaties, and
thero is vow considerable opposition because
part of the American press has been attaci-
lng Mexico, 1t is cluimed, unjustly.
